mittee, under the leadership of 
Chairman Hale of Maine, are in- 
tended to delve into the question of 
any,.change of American policy with 
respect to the constitution of big 
cruisers which may be embodied in 
the treaty Congress has authorized 
twenty-three ships of this category, 
whereas the treaty limits the United 
States to eighteen. Hale intends to

ranking officers of the navy on this 
point. 


As soon as the'foreign relations 


committee acts on the treaty, it is 
to be brought before the senate 
Assurance of immediate considera- 
tion have been given by Senator 
Watson of Indiana, the republican 
leader, although he has not yet out- 
lined his position on the pact. 


The belief is current in the sen- 


ate that the committee can com- 
plete its consideration of the treaty 
in two weeks and that the senate 
will require approximately an iden- 
tical period of time to reach a vote 
on ratification.

If experimen- 
tation proves its worth, will contem- 
plate a crowing system of cmer- 
Eency first aid on the highways, 
limited wherever undertaken to the 
necessary cmersency first aid at- 
tention which may prevent death or 
further injury to the sufferer be- 
fore the services of the physician 
can b<- secured. 
"It is not a substitute for medical 
carr. but is intended to nw! the 
need until a physician arrives ana 
takes charge.

There Is an ominous note to the statement which 


appeared In the Sunday issue of The Kansas City 
;5tar that "eastern business has begun to show its 
fangs to the Hoover administration. There is little ef-

of the nation is daily growing more critical of the 
economic and business genius now in the White 


House." 


If that is a true estimate of the situation, and it 


should be recalled The Kansas City Star is one of 
Mr. Hoover's most staunch supporters, then it must 
be confessed the East is darned ungrateful. Mr. 
Hoover has carried a great deal of water for these 
some industrial leaders who are now snapping at his 
heels. In fact most of the president's troubles can 
be traced directly to the 
solicitude 
which he has 


shown to please them, and to meet their inordinate, 
selfish and greedy demands. 


It was this same group which overturned Mr. 


Hoover's program of tariff readjustment to give the 
farmer a larger measure of protection than he now 
receives. The Hoover plan called for limited revision. 
Industrial rates were to be left on the same levels 
provided in the present 
Fordney-MacCumber law. 


But when tariff making got underway the various in- 
dustrial interests rushed in with demands for higher 
duties on the products of factories and mills, with 
the result that the Hawley bill, passed by the house, 
carried changes, almost entirely increases, on 3,900 of 
the 4,400 schedules of the present law. It was a sweep- 
ing victory for industrialism and instead oi benefit- 
ing the farmer, it in reality made his position more 
inequitable.

CENSORSHIP IN INDIA. 


Great Britain's action in practically muzzling the 


native press in India shows that consistency is indeed 
a rare virtue and that in time of difficulty even the 
most progressive nation is likely to shelve some of its 
idealism on the grounds of expediency. 


The British and Americans have long been among 


the most zealchis in protecting the rights of free 
speech and of the free press. Much of the criticism 
directed against Soviet Russia and Italy has been be- 
cause of censorship of the press. 


Yet now" that Mahatma Gandhi's civil disobedience 


campaign in India has resulted, at least indirectly, in 
rioting and violence the British have shut off much 
of the native press. The censorship was instituted by 
the viceroy, Lord Irwin, in roundabout rather than 
straight forward fashion. He ordered native papers to 
post $1,800 as security for continued publication and 
the result has been that a large part of the press has 
suspended being unable to post the required amount. 


Admittedly the British are in a very difficult posi- 


tion. If the great mass of people in India should 
become thoroughly aroused, the mahatma's counsel of 
non-violence undoubtedly would be hurled aside. The 
British, even with the advantages of science and skill 
on their 
side, 
would be 
powerless 
against an 


aroused India. This of course is offered as Great 
Britain's excuse for censorship to prevent inciting the 
people. But, let it be remembered, that the soviet and 
Mussolini have faced as difficult situations when they 
instituted censorship.
